In the mounting of the engine 
at all four points of its contact 
with the chassis, rubber insulation 
is employed. In lieu of the com- 
mon practice of two sheet metal 
plates, one at the front and one at 
the rear, the new Willys six em- 
ploys a metal plate at the front, 
which, at its outer ends, is car- 
ried on rubber washers. 

The rear mounting consists of a 
heavy and rigid casting bolted di- 
rectly to the rear of the engine, this 
casting forming a flywheel housing 
and a clutch housing in combina- 
tion with motor legs.

In the manifolding the exhaust 
is set above the intake, and a pcr- 
centage of the exhaust gas may be 
deflected around the head of the 
tube which leads the gas to the in» 
take manifold.

_Heavy Crankshaft Used 

A four-bearing crankshaft is fea- 
tured in the Willys six. By virtue 
of its relatively short stroke and its 
large main and pin bearing diame- 
ters, there is an overlap in section 
of pin and main bearings so that 
the webs of the shaft are not ex- 
posed to bending, but are entirely in 
torsion. This construction is claimed 
to avoid the deflection which fol- 
lows a weak web and thus gives a 
smoother action to the engine and 
practically eliminates periodic crank- 
shaft vibration 

The camshaft also has four bear- 
ings and is driven with a silent 
chain from the crankshaft. This 
chain drive differs from previous 
practice in that it drives only the 
camshaft instead of driving both 
generator and camshaft. This prac- 
tice permits of a much larger chain 
in which the whip or movement of 
the chain is materially reduced. The 
chain is 1!, inches wide. 

The tappets operated by camshaft 
are of the chilled cast iron head 
with steel shank construction. The 
falve stems immediately above the 
tappets are provided with a _ hol- 
lowed washer to take the _ spring 
thrust. and this washer in turn is 
supported by two half bushings 
fitted into a groove in the neck of 
the valve stem. This construction is 
desirable, particularly where a 
heavy spring and valve are used 
since it does away with a cutting of 
the pin or the locking of the pin by 
virtue of its frequent contacts in 
any one place with the valve wash- 
er. The valve springs and tappets 
are accessible through two large re- 
movable covers on the right side of 
the motor.

The lubricating system is enti 
different from any type used 
tofore mn Willys-Overland 
priced cars. The oil pump is mount- 
ed outside the case with the pump 
body exterding through tne case 
angularly and the shaft forming 
the pump shaft proper is driven by 
a gear cut directly in the cam shaft 

With the exception of the tube 
which passes through the oil pump 
down to the suction bell in the base 
of the pan, all the oil connections 
which go from main bearing to main 
bearing, to crank and to cam shaft 
bushings are all drilled in the solid 
casting This gives an assurance 
that there is no possibility of broken 
or leaking tubes. which will lower 
the oil pressure and interfere with 
the lubricating system. The crank- 
shaft itself is drilled so that oil 
under pressure is carried to every 
main bearing, every connecting rod 
big-end bearing. every cam shaft 
bearing, and an adequate amount is 
thrown into the front compartment 
to lubricate the chain 

Each connecting rod is provided 
with holes in the big end to throw 
a well directed stream of oil on to 
the thrust side of the bore and thus 
adequately lubricate piston and 
bore. The rear main bearing is 
provided with a return groove and 
an oil throwing helix, which carry 
the return oil into the bearing cay 
and from thence into a tube which 
sarries it to the lowest part of the 
pan 

Crankcase Yentilation 


Crankcase ventilation is provided 
The ventilator is at the rear of the 
engine and ventilates from the valve 
tappet gallery.

NCE its very early youth the automobile industry always 

has been distinctly a “style industry.” New styles, new 

body models, new mechanical features are presented every 
year. It is inevitable in every 

period when the buying public ar- 


stvle industry that there 

holds off, waiting the 
rival of the new “fashions.” This is true of the clothing 
industry and of some others. Do what it will, any business 
with a dominant style factor in its operations cannot get 
away from this buying pause, or what else you may care to 
‘all it. The style business never can hope to make its oper- 
ations an even fiow of activity. It will always have hills 
and valleys. 

In the automobile industry we have another factor con- 
tributing to producing a definite buying pause and this is 
the one of weather. Buying of vehicles designed for out- 
door service invariably slackens during the when 
inclement weather reduces the use oi vehicles. 
out the greater part oi the United States winter 
does reduce the uss motor vehicles, not so much 
it once did, but still considerably. 

It happens that these two factors, 
which make for a buying pause, both operate at the same 
time. The style pause comes in the fall and winter when 
people begin to wait for the new models, and the weather 
assumes its worst aspect from the point of view of active 
driving. This gives us our annual “soft spot” during the 
fall and winter months, with the shows looming ahead as 
the beginning of the revival period. 

The funny thing about it is that, while all of us recog- 
nize the existence of these conditions year after year, many 
or most of us annually forget what we actually know. A 
mild panic comes on. ‘The industry is in terrible shape. 
Production has fallen way off. What are we going to do?” 
Such careless conversation seems to be inevitable in the 
winter pause. The answer to all such loose statements. of 
course, is “the industry is not in terrible shape. Production 
is going through a normal and in many ways healthy pause. 
The sensible thing to do is to wait until buying resumes in 
the normal course of events and carries production with 

It will be just as well, while we are on the subject, to 
remember that January, February and at least part of 
March are not high-spot buying months in the automobile 
field. A good many orders are taken during that period, but 
actual] sales never are much higher than they are in Novem- 
ber and December. Don’t let us begin saying about the 
first of February that “sales this year are terrible. People 
aren't buying this ‘spring.’ The automobile industry cer- 
tainly is up against it.” The answer to all that pessimistic 
talk is simply, “people never have bought in January and 
February. Buying waits until the first subtle hint of spring 
gets into the air, and then it begins.” 

Pessimism is an easy habit to fall into and it is even 
worse for business than blind optimism. If the automo- 
bile shows, as there is every reason to expect, indicate an 
unusual degree of public interest, we shall have every 
reason to expect excellent spring business. From the 
public interest, apparent at the shows, we can judge what 
public demand is going to be for the new models exhib- 
ited. The shows are an accurate thermometer of coming 
demand. That is the reason why every company in the 
industry this year is looking forward to the shows with 
more than ordinary anticipation.

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Sells 47 Cars With One Idea 
Despite Chicago Blizzard

ESPITE a blizzard and heavy 

snowfall that practically tied 
up traffic recently for three days, 
the Studebaker Sales Company of 
Chicago has proved that a good 
idea can beat the elements. 

The particular idea in question 
featured a used car drive and con- 
sisted of giving a $175 radio toevery 
purchaser buying one of the cars 
advertised in the sale. Result? 
Forty-seven automobiles sold.

IDAHO LEADS IN 


GAINS OVER 1928 


Washington Shows In- 
crease; Oregon Off 
Slightly 


Seattle, Wash., Dec. 31.—Auto- 
mobile sales in the Pacific North- 
west states of Washington, Ore- 
gon and Idaho held up well during 
November, the aggregate sales of 
the three states showing an in- 
crease of 13 per cent. over the 
corresponding month of last year. 
Total sales of new cars for the 
three states for the month, as indi- 
cated by registrations, amounted to 
5,201, as against 4,712 in November, 
1928, an increase of 489, equal to 13 
per cent. 

The seasonal decline in sales from 
the October level was felt in the 
three states, the total of 5,201 com- 
paring with 8,128 in the preceding 
month, November showing a de- 
cline of 2,927, equivalent to 35 per 
cent 

Registrations in Idaho showed 
the greatest increase over a year 
ago, the total of 1,364 for this 
state comparing with 1,011 in No- 
vember, 1928, a gain of 353, equal 
to 34 per cent. 

Washington head the next best 
record, with 1,793 registrations, as 
against 1,586 in November last year 
an increase of 207, or 13 per cent 

Oregon registered 2,044 new car 
in November, as against 2,115 a year 
ago, a loss of 71, or 3 per cent. This 
was the only state to fail to hold its 
own with a year ago but the decline 
was slight 

Idaho also led the field in the 
matter of seasonal decline from Oc- 
tober, its November safes of 1,364 
being only 33 short of October, a 
decline of 2 per cent 
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if

Ten makes of cars were regis- 

tered more heavily in November in 

Idaho than in the corresponding 

month last year, with Ford and 

Chevrolet accounting for the 

largest part of the gain made by 

the state. The other eight were 

De Soto, Essex, Franklin, Hudson, 

Hupmobile, Plymouth, Pontiac and 

Studebaker. Chrysler and La Salle 
equaled their marks of a year 
ago. 

De Soto, Dodge, 
Graham-Paige, Hupmobile, Mar- 
quette, Nash, Plymouth, Pontiac, 
Studebaker and Viking failed to feel 
the seasonal decline in sales and 
were sold more heavily in Idaho in 
November than in October. 

Ten makes of cars also were reg- 
istered more heavily in Washington 
during November, 1929, than in No- 
vember of last year. As in the case 
of Idaho, Ford and Chevrolet ac- 
counted for a large part of the in- 
crease over last year, but there wer 
eight other cars to show gains. They 
were Auburn, Cadillac, De Soto 
Essex, Hudson, Hupmobile, La Salle 
and Plymouth Oldsmobile and 
Studebaker equaled their marks of 
a year ago, and Marmon and Pack- 
ard fell only one short. 

In contrast to the record of Idaho. 
only one car, and that was the new 
Cord, was sold more heavily in No- 
vember than October. 

Only seven cars were registered in 
Oregon in November in greater num- 
bers than in the _ corresponding 
month of last year. Ford and Chev- 
rolet were the large gainers, the 
others being the De Soto, Graham- 
Paige, Hudson, Hupmobile and Lin- 
coln Auburn, Gardner, Pierce- 
Arrow and Studebaker equaled their 
marks of a year ago, while Franklin 
and Reo fell short only one

The highly effective full pressure 
oiling system which Oakland has 
used for several years has been 
adapted for the new eight enginc 
Oil capacity is seven quarts. A geur 
type oil pump located below the oil 
level in the oil pan supplies lubri- 
cant under a pressure of 25 to 30 
pounds per square inch to the crank- 
shaft main bearings, connecting 
rod lower end bearings, camshaft 
bearings, valve rocker arm bear- 
ings, the two point timing chain 
and through rifle-drilled connecting 
rods to the piston pin bearings. Oil 
discharging from the connecting 
rod bearings provides lubrication 
for pistons and cylinder walls, cams 
und the rocker arm rollers.

The oil pump is driven off an ex- 
tension of the vertical distributor 
Shaft which in turn 1s actuated by 
gearing on the rear end of the cam- 
shaft.

Lovejoy Hydraulic shock absorbers 
are standard equipment on _ alt 
models.
